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Struck Demi— Terrible Effect of 
LiKhtniiiK— The Victim IStrlppod 
Nnkcd. ,

On the afteruoou of tliu ir)tli just. 
Mr. J. H.Boycr, llio post luastt i ami 
ljlack8iiut.b uf Sloan, n siimll stalioii 
on tliu Sioux City ail. I Pacitic Uailcoiul, 
near Ihu southern liuo ol' W'uodburv 
(bounty, lowii, was striiek luul Idlleii 
hy lightning. At about 5 o'flli^ck in 
theafteruoon.fit wliic'ii time not n cloud 
obscured the sky ovfrhead or ^tood be- 
tween tlio sun luul till-' to\vii,:i lori'ilile 
HhbIi of ji^'liliiiiii,', folic iwi'il iiy !i ilGnfun 
iiigpeai of thunder, struck the wires of 
i\ie telegraph oltiuo and »ot it ou lire, 
Immediately after the stroko John 
H. Boyor, who was at his shop at the 
time, ran out in the street towards the 
depot, were some boys had been play- 
ing. He approached tlieiii rapidly 
and said "\Vhy boys, I thought 
some of yon were struck. I was (piite 
frightened on account of you." Ho 
evidently had it in bis mind that the 
terrible shock iui,L,dil have fri;;hteued 
Ilia family, as he started towards homu 
immediately. When within about 
lifty yards of the hou.se, from the 
front window of wdiich his wife was 
anxiously watching his approach an- 
other vivid flash of lightning dazzled 
the eyes of all, and ore the thun- 
der had ceased rolling the naked body of 
the unfortaate man was seen to be ly- 
ing prone upon the ground. A num- 
ber of people, among them his wife, 
rushed to the spot, and so horrible 
was the situation that it was not until 
he had been carried to his house tliat 
a full apprecitatiou was had of the 
terrible death nature hadintlicted upon 
him. An examination of the body, 
from which every vestige of clothing 
had been instantly torn, shov.eJ that 
the subtle and terribly fatal lluidhad 
tirst struck him on tlio toj) of the head, 
whence, though the skull was left 
apparently intact, the hair had been 
buried off for a space the size of a 
silver dollar. Thence the lluid had 
run down the side of his face, as was 
shown by a clearly cut track to the 
shoulder, and thence to the heart, 
whence it apparently had spread all 
over body. The terrible power of the 
fluid was shown by the presonco in 
the ground, on the spot were the unfor- 
tunate man's body had been picked 
up, of a hole eight feet deep by actual 
maaurement. The clothing of the 
deceased was found to have been 
ehredded, and when first discovered 
was on tiro, while the sih er watch he 
carried had boon driven in thogroiiiid, 
' and when lifted u]), it was found that 
the works had been fuwod into a lump 
of shapeless metal. 

Siglxty-one-lon Guns. 

The London "Daily News" says: 
'•'The War OfiBce, wo are told, is eoiu- 
menciug the manufacture of a second 
81-tou gun, the first of thesi.' monsters 
being alniosl ready for proof, ^\'e 
have no wish to dishearten the authori- 
ties in their laudable attempt to procure 
the most powerful weapon they can, 
but we cannot hel]) thinking that a 
better course would have been to have 
tested the model, ;-;uii tirst of all, to 
800 if the grand doings anticipated 
from itaro really forthcoming from the 
giant structure. When it is borne in 
mind that the biggest: gun our artill- 
oryiiion have yet had to deal with is 
scarcely half the weight, or li.S tons - 
the so-called '• W'oolwudi Infant" is 
but a .'i5-toii gun itwould liavo been 
AVoU, wo hold, to have had some ex- 
perience in training and dring the fu st 
cannon before making a second. For 
gunners to work Hiudi a weapon as this 
unaided by machinery is simply out 

of the question. .Vs yet Wf'li;i\ i! :;rarci'ly 
got over the dilliculty of hiadiiig a gun 
of thirty-live tons with liydiiuilit; aid 
to help us. How our gunners will 
manage this large weapon no one ran 
tell. AVe have not, it !ii)pears, (!ven a 
crane powerful enough to lift it, and 
the only way in which it, can be 
placed upon the caiiia thai is 
to take the gun fi'om the factoiy 
to the Hiproof butts, will bo to 
strengthen one of the existing lifts in 
the best way iiossiblo, or to got to- 
gether a iiunibor of powerful jacdis for 
tlio purpose. As Ui sliippmg the 
l)rodbigna[^ian wcupon, or couvnym;.; 
it anywhere by rail, such a thing is 
flio^ply impossible in present circuni- 
Htanoes, for no adequate means exist 
just now at tlio Woolwich Arsenal for 
doing so, and a diiiick orjgyn will 
have to be provided for the jiiirposo. 

These we r few among the diflluultioa 



which exist in connection with the 
mere transport nf the gun, and they 
are only preliminaries to graver ones, 
which will have to be considered by 
and by, when the weapon is mounteil 
in a casemate, and comes to be fired, 
as in action. A hydraulic slide of 
mighty dinieusions must be construct- 
ed to boar the weighty mass of metal, 
for directing it right ur left, or up or 
ilown, according as it may bo neces- 
sary to train the gun; and then tliore 
is, besides, the ta^k of raising tlio i)ro- 
jectile, which weiglis more than a 
thousand pounds, to the jiiu/.zle, ai.d 
the jiushiiii.; of it home with an uii- 
wiehlly ramiuer some '.iO feet in 
length. According to its construc- 
tors, the gun is to perforivi 
unheard of fe.ats in the way of pirr- 
ciug armor plates, its battel ing power 
being estunated as sulllcu'iit ti) send 
n shot throu;,di sixtueii, or even eigli- 
toon iuidics of solid iron; but it is not 
so much its capability as the question 
uf its being sufticieiitly under the con- 
trol of the gunners that seems to us 
the most important to deteriiiiin'. The 
gun is to go ou board the Iiillcxiblo, 
now building at Portsuuju'li, and will 
constitute, indeed, the ship's chief ar- 
mament. It is to ln! iiiouiitetl ill an 
iron cilailel in the middle of the iron- 
clad, anil w ill be so lilted that it can 
be raised and lowi-icd at \vill. Of 
course, if the weapon in tiiis jiosition 
could lie moved to and fro. and loaded 
and tiained by machinery, eviuythiug 
wo.lking with ease and prccisu in , as 
some are sanguino enough lo belie\e 
will be the case, notliiiig further could 
be desired ; but at jireHciit, unfortu- 
nately, wo have nothing but a gun of 
jirodigious size, which we iiave no 
clear idea how to handle, and which, 
apparently, wo have not even the 
means of lifting. In these circum- 
stances it Would surely have been 
wiser to have jiostponed spending 
some thousands of poiimls upon u 
second Hl-ton gun until we know what 
can be done with the first."

The Practical ReBults. 

Ill .June luul July v,o directed atten- 
tion to tlieoulpablo deieliction ot duty 
on the jiiirt of the Proviiu'inl (ioveiu- 
luent ill the niuttor of luaiutaiiiiug iu ii 
pi'opor Htuto of repair the truuk road 
of the INfiiinlftud. The saUoiit facts 
will still bo Irtish in the reader's l ocol- 
leetion. Throe or four "road bossea" 
were i orof^riiiatiii^' over as many hun- 
dreds of iiiilos of road with au aggre- 
gate force of about a score of work- 
men at their comniaiid. The couHe- 
(HieiR'O was, as we pointed out at the 
time, that the proverbial "stitch ui 
time" was not got in; the road became 
almost inipassable at the tiiiie sum- 
niei stocks usually pass over it, and 
the freighting busiaosa of the foiintry 
was all but suspended when i( should 
have been at its maximum. At that 
time thi.s journal pointed out the in- 
evitable consequence of all this — vi/., 
crippled coinmerco and uUimate in- 
creased freight charges. The hireling 
organ of the derelict Ministers ridicul- 
ed our remonstrances, mocked at our 
predictions and even went the length 
of asserting that the whole outcry 
about coiiBequentiftl iucreaseof freight 
rates was tlie result of a conspiracy 
betw((en ceitain partnes to injure the 
Government and pocket unjust yains. 
The Chief Couunissioiier rei)lied totlio 
intreaties of merchants and forwarders 
of the mainland, "My inforiaatioii is 
different from yours," and refused to 
increase the working force at u time 
when to increase it would have been to 
save th(i people of the mainhuul many 
thousands of dollars. Now let us for 
a moment contemplate the results of 
all this; Freight rates have risen from 
four and a half cents a pound to ton 
cents a pound and are still risiugj and 
this, too, at the very season of the year 
when freight ought to be at the lowest! 
For the inforinaiiou of those un- 
acquainted with the exact position of 
affaira in this connection it may be woll 
to explain that the approximate sea- 
Bon's freight may be put down at two 
millions of pounds; that the carrying 
capaoity is no more tbau equal to the 
demand upon, it assuming the road to 
be kept in fair condition, and that the 
loss of the first part of the season j 
owing to tire impassable condition of 
the road, renders necessary a corres- 
ponding advance in rates without in 
the least increasing the carrier's prn- 
lits, so that even the poor defence 
that the high rates do somebody good 
cannot be set up. Well, as has been 
sta'^ed, freight rates between Yale and 
Soda Creek have risen from four and 
a half cents to ten cents a pound. As- 
suming that one half of tiio season's 
freight will fall under these high 
rates, wo shall have the startling sum 
of $.')5,0()fl as the exact linauoial result 
of ministerial meanness or incomjic- 
teuce! Ji'lfty-flvo thousand dnllars un- 
necessarily and wrongfully taken from 
the doi)l(.'ted pockets of the consumers 
in the interior of the IVIaiulaud, with- 
out adding au extra cent to the 
season's earninga of the cari-iorl That 
ih the [)ractical rcKult, reduced to dol- 
lars and cents, of the cul])abl(! and 
persistent refusal of the Government 
to discharge its oln-ious duty in the 
early part of the ioason in respect io 
the great arterial highway of the coun- 
try. And it is just the result tliis 
journal j)reilicteii ;uul which every 
thoughtful person must have autiei- 
puted. Let the paid organs of this 
model administration correct one of 
our ligures, dispute one of our facts 
or dis]jru\e one of our conclusionH if 
I hey can. The pert reply "my iufor- 
uiatioii is dift'ertuit frnin yours" won't 
avail thoui now, for every man on the 
mainland now realizes the lunctieal 
results of miniBterial misdoing and is 
smarting under them.
